From the Country Life in America 
Don’t feed the horses too freely with 
hew oats; they are loosening and may 
ause colic, If you must use them mix 
with old oats and-accugjom the horses 
fo them gradually. 
Rye .heads should be mixed with the 
horse’s foods, if he is troubled with 
'worms, Don‘t repeat this too often or 
the rye beards themselves will be- 
‘come a source of irritation, It is more 
of a test than a remedy. 
See that the horse doesn’t avoid whole 
grain. Should he do so his. teeth need 
oking after.

Oil Trust Before Jury. 

At Findlay, O., the long anticipated 
legal strength test between the gov- 
efnment and the Standard Ol] company 
has been in progress, the trust being 
brought face to face with charges of 
conspiracy ‘to restrain trade. John D. 
Rockefeller, as official head of the 
Standard Oil company, was ‘not per- 
sonally involved in this case, inasmuch 
as his attorneys had succeeded In ob- 
taining a separate hearing for him. 
Should the case against the company 
stand, Mr. Rockefeller would’ then be 
compelled to defend himself against 

et the same charges, 
= which, if sustain- 
ed, would subject 
him not only to 
fine, but imprison- 
ment not exceed- 
ing six - months. 
The jury selected 
for the trial includ- 
ed seven farmers, 
one grocer, one 
stock buyer and 
\ three oil produc- 
\ 3 » ers or dealers. In 
A\\i his arraignments 
\ Ht Prosecutor Wil- 
\o liam L. -David 
said the state 
William L, David. would. prove’ that 
the officers of the Standard had main- 
tained and operated an unlawful trust 
or monopoly in the oil industry of 
the state, having gathered in about 
90 per cent. of the capital, skill and 
property engaged therein. Nine men, 
including John D. and William Rocke- 
feller, Henry N. Flagler, H. H. Rogers’ 
and J. D. Archbold, had voted all the 
stock of this alleged trust. up to 1892. 
They then organized nineteen compa- 
nies, but all under their control, after 
the Ohio supreme court had found the 
trust to be monopolistic and against 
public policy. It was to get around 
this decision that the smaller compa- 
nies were organized. The reply of the 
defendant made by Virgil P. Kline ad- 
mitted the existence of the companies 
formed, but said that these were dis- 
solved before the passing of the Valen- 
tine law. 

As the case developed Judge Banker 
sustained the state’s evidence on near- 
ly every point. The testimony given 
by John D. Rotkefeller in 1898 was ‘ad- 
mitted, and it was shown how all'the 
subsidiary companies of: the corpora- 
tion had been finfnced, chartered and 
managed from the headquarters at 26 
Broadway, New York. The annual re- 
port of each company had been filed 
by the same person from the Standard 
Oi, headquarters. It was shown how 
one subsidiary company lost 5 cents 
on a barre! to benefit another. 


Moyer-Haywood Case Up. 
Arguments were heard before the 
United States supreme court in the 


wood and George B. Pettibone, officers 
and members of°’the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, now in prison in Idaho 
charged with conspiracy to murder ex- 
Governor Steunenberg. The case came 
up on appeal on a decision of the Ida- 
ho federal court refusing writ of ha- 
beas corpus. Counsel for the appel- 
lants were Clarence 8S. Darrow, the 
noted Chicago labor advocate, and E. 
F. Richardson of Denver, while W. H. 
Hawley of Boise represented the state 
of-Tdaho, The chief. controversy was 
over the method by which the Idaho 
authorities obtained jurisdiction over 
the accused men, it being alleged that 
they. were kidnaped with the co-opera- 
tion of the governor of Colorado and 
were denied their constitutional rights. 
This was stoutly denied by Hawley, 
who maintained that even if the charge 
were true the prisoners’ remédy was 
action for damages. 

Harry Orchard, whose alleged con- 
ession as the murderer of Steunen- 
betg implicated Moyer, Haywood and 
Pettibone, is now said to have become 
a maniac, and the impression prevails 
that without his testimony the federa- 
tion officers cannot be convicted.

A decision handed down by the high- 
est New York supreme court in the 
ease of Mrs. Johnson, who was hurt fn 
the Staten Island automobile races ib 
1902, is that any person who may be 
injured standing beside the road watch- 
ing automobile races cannot recover 
damages for his hurt. The court holds 
that because such person is a spectator 
he would be guilty of contributory 
negligence.

The 
gamblers who were caught were march- 
ed to the Union station, ordered to take 
the first train and never to come back. 
About 500 attaches of the various gam- 
bling houses left the city that night, 
and $500,000 worth of the gambling 
paraphernalia was boxed for.shipment. 
Ohio Defies Bridge Trust. 

Five bridge companies, members of 
the bridge. trust, surrendered their 
charters at Bellefontaine, O., Wednes- 
day, as the result of the action taken 
by Attorney General Ellis. The other 
companies have quit the state, 

Beef Trust Men Arrested. 

Warrants were issued at Philadel- 
phia for the arrest of the heads of the 
branch houses of Armour & Co. In that 
city on information made by State 
Dairy and Food Commissioner Warren, 
whose agents had-—found- samples of 
hams adulterated with boric acid.

Anthony Davis, a negro hack driver 
of Texarkana, was lynched on Tuesday 
by a mob composed of negroes for at- 
tempting to assault a sixteen-year-old 
negro girl. He had been arrested and 
released on bail, when he was captured 
by the mob and taken to a suburb, 
where he was hanged.

“TRAVELS THROUGH SCOTLAND 


Superintendent Palmer Gives Another 
Interesting Account of His 
Visit Abroad. 


I went from Arbroath to Blairgowrie 
by way of Forfar. My route lay through 
Strathmore, or the Great Valley, a 
beautiful region in’ Forfarshire from six 
to eight miles wide between.the Gramp- 
ians and the Sidlaw Hills, both of which 
rauges furnish picturesque backgrounds 
for the landscape. ‘The country is gently 
undulating, and. presents a panorama of 
groves and sparkling streams, pretty vil- 
lages, manorial residences, humble cot- 
tages, and farms in the highest state of 
cultivation, 

On one of the foothills in silhouette 
against the sky is a monument tothe 
Earl of Airlie, who left his fine estate in 
this land of peace to lose his life in Eng- 
Jand’s disastrous struggle against the 
Boers. One is impressed with the se- 
verity of this conflict by the monuments 
erected all over the island of Great 
Britain tothe memory of the long rolls 
of mer who died in South Africa. 

In one of the most beautiful situa- 
tions in the valley stands Glamis Castle, 
the seat of the Karl of Strathmore, It 
is one of the most imposing of the feudal 
strongholds in Scotland and was fre- 
quently used as a ‘residence by the early 
Scottish kings. As I gazed on its hoary 
walls unbidden there came to my mind 
the line from Shakespeare, where Lady 
Macbeth is attempting to fire the am- 
bition of her weaker lord and nerve him 
to take the life of Duncan. 

“Glamis thou art and Cawdor and shalt be 
what thou art promised.” 

It was not here, but in-a castle near 
Inverness, that the “gracious Duncan” 
was murdered. Here however Malcolm 
IL lost his life at the hands of assassins 
and in front of the manse at Glamis 
stands a curiously sculptured obelisk 
known as King Malcolm’s Gravestone, 
where tradition says he lies buried.

| Tillman Predicts Race War. 

In an address before 4,000 people at 
Augusta, Senator Tillman of South 
Carolina expressed his belief that the 
south is at the verge of a great war, 
and in less than ten or possibly five 
years there would be a great number 
of bloody riots beside whieh the Atian- 
ta riots would pale into insignificance, 
He laid down six propositions—first, 
that the white man of the south will 
continue to maintain white supremacy, 
politically and soclally; second, that 
the negroes would continue to contest 
-this position; third, that race hatred Is 
growing in intensity in both races; 
fourth, lynching for criminal assault 
will continue as long as crime ig com- 
mitted; fifth, amalgamation is the hope 
‘of the negroes, and in this they are aid- 
ed by the intimacy of many white men 
with negro women, and, sixth, that 
lynching has failed as to the burning 
issue—namely, how to prevent and not 
to avenge criminal assault, 
reached. the conclusion that there was 
only one effective way to give the de- 
sired protection to the white woman— 
namely, the European system of pass- 
port coupled with large increase of of- 
ficers of the law. He declared that the 
only place for the worthless roving 
class‘of negroes is among the northern- 
ers, whose scheme of reconstruction 
produced them. If all were shot like 
wild beasts, ‘the country would be bet- 
ter off, but that was unlawful. He 
would have them placed on chain gangs 
or compel them to leave the country ff

DIED AT HIS POST OF DUTY. 


Rev.eFr. Philip Batal, pastor of, St. 
Joseph's Syrian church, of the Greek 
rite, died suddenly about 9 o'clock 
Tuesday night, while making a sick 
call on a parishioner who resides ,at 
352 Elm Street. The cause of death 
was heart disease. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock Fr. Batal 
left the parish residence to make a 
sick call at 352 Elm street. He appar- 
ently was in good health at that time, 
but on reaching his destination he was 
tuken suddenly ill and died before 
inedical aid could be summoned. 

The deceased studied the Greek Mel- 
thite or Greek United Rite and he was 
a monk of St. Basil order, or as it is 
known in Syria, the Order of the Holy 
Redeemer. 

Father Batal was 
Mi .Lebanon, Syria, 
the rudiments of the Greek and Arabic 
language and was a student at the 
Jesuit school in his native place. When 
very young he entered the religious life 
when after years of faithful study he 
was ordained a priest. He was sent to 
the Propaganda in Rome in 1870, where 
he studied for six years. He then.re- 
turned to his native country where he 
was ordained to the priesthood. Fol- 
lowing his ordination he was assigned 
to different places, at one time he was 
stationed at Bethlehem for two years. 

He was calleq to Lawrence, Oct. 13, 
1901 to take charge of the Syrian par- 
ish. After much _ labor he secured 
money to build a. church adjoining the 
property of St. Mary’s on Oak street. 
Hore he lived alone the life of a holy 
monk.

All eyes are on the Lawrence clubs. 
Will they be satisfied to remain in the 
state league or join the new move- 
ment?

SEA SERPENT DESCRIBED. 


From the British Medical Journal. 


Dr. Raphael Biarchard, professor of 
the medical faculty of the University 
of Paris and member of the Academie 
de Medicine, has been going into tho 
question of the sea serpent and now 
finds himself in a position rot only to 
describe the monster but to giye a por- 
rait of him. He has a head and body 
like a seal but with an immensely long 
tail and a very long and flexible neck, 
He is also ornamented with a fine mus- 
tache and he is believed to have a 
mane, though this does-not appear to 
te quite certain, 

Dr. Blanchard holds that the exist- 
ence of the great serfent is beyond all 
Coubt. He has b2en seen several times 
in the Bay of Aloing. In 1904 he was 
seen by Lieut, Lagresille of the French 
navy, commanding the Avalanche, and 
again by Lieut. l’Eost, commanding 
the gunboat Decidee. 

The latter officer's account is re- 

markable for the precision of its de- 
tails, The length of the serpent which 
he saw was at least twenty metres; it 
had a large dorsa: fin and a head like 
a seal’s, but much shorter. Its skin 
was so tough that shells burst on its 
surface apparently without more effect 
than tickling the dome of St. Paul's 
would have on, the Dean and Chapter. 
Dr. Blanchard notes that it is on the 
coast of Tonquin that the serpent 
seems chiefly to shov- itself, and calis 
on the Cochin China Government to 
organize an expedition to capture the 
monster. :
